Second only to 
accidents in our homes Are accidents in other people's homes. 

Every few minutes, Americans fall down stairs, explode pressure cookers, eat rat 
poison, scald themselves, burn themselves, shock, slice, chop, and maim themselves, 
without setting out to do so. 

Without knowledge of proper first aid procedures, these minor everyday incidents 
might become fatal disasters! 








ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 


When a person’s breathing has been Interrupted, unless tne victim 
strongly objects, Artificial Respiration should be employed at once. 


Step 1. Clear victim's mouth of Step 2. Hold victim's head Step 3. Pump air Into the 

any foreign objects, such as firmly by the jaw. victim's lungs until you get a rise 

sand, dirt, cloth, golfballs, etc., out of him.

CUTS AND 
WOUNDS 

Small cuts and minor 
wounds should be dressed with 
minor bandages and small com¬ 
presses (see charts). 

Ideally, bandages should be 
sterile gauze, but in frenzied, dire 
emergencies anything clean, like 
an unused hankie, or a petticoat, 
or towel, or that ghastly Sid 
Vicious necktie you've been 
trying to get rid of, will do quite 
nicely.

THETOURNIQUET 



A tourniquet may be required to stem the tide of 
gorier nasties. A tourniquet is a bandage that is 
wrapped and knotted somewhere between the heart 
and the wound. It should be tightened by twisting an 
inserted blunt instrument around until the flow of 
blood stops. Once again, the blunt object may be any¬ 
thing, such as a stick, pencil, butterknlfe, or that 
handy axe handle, right there, next to the victim.

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BREAKS & 
FRACTURES 

Basically, a break Is when a 
bone actually separates Itself 
from Itself, and a fracture Is a 
split or crack In the bone, but not 
necessarily a physical divorce. If 
all this occurs at a Joint, it must 
be dislocated! 

A splint should be applied to 
any area where a broken bone or 
a fracture is apparent. Study the 
victim at left and ascertain:

SHOCK 

Traumatic shock accompanies most serious accidents, as well as some humouous ones. The common shock 
victim looks much the same as an ordinary faint victim only much, much worse. 

He becomes cold, sweaty, pale, nauseous, disgusting, lying there, fainting and moaning, moaning and fainting! 
Keep the patient lying down, which, in most cases, Is no problem! 

Raise the feet, slightly. 

Keep the victim very warm. 

Read the victim a nice pretty story, like "Liberace’s Adventures Behind the Looking Glass." 

Perhaps croon a tune or two... anylhing but "I fall to pieces". 

That’s about it. Once the victim calms down, he’s no longer in shock.
